Monday will be leception day and 
on the evening of that day there will 
be a reception given by the Sons of 
Veterans and the Ladies' Aid society 
at the Hotel Logan and another re- 
ception at the Methodist church by 
the Woman's Belief Corps. The can- 
didates for department commander of 
the Grand Army will bold receptions 
at the various headquarters. - The 
tight for this office Js being carried on 
with all of the vigor and organization 
of a political contest, and the candi- 
dates, Colonel W. I. Squire; of Toledo, 
Colonel E. V. Taggart, of Akron, and 
Colonel H T. Dunn, of Findlay, are 
making strenuous efforts to land the

Tuesday will be the formal opening 
for the various societies, and in the 
evening there will be three campfires 
to accommodate all of the veterans.

Commander Monfort will 
arrive in Belfontaine en May 6 with a 
large following of Cincinnati veterans 
and open his headquarters at the Ho- 
tel Ingalls.

Piles of snow still encumber every 
street in the city; but they are gradu- 
ally being reduced and "will -sopn.be 
nothing more than a memory.

bare spots ar? beginning to appear on 
the hillsides Ordering the valley. 
The condition of many streets is de-

Much mud was washec 
from paved streete by the floods 'oi 
Monday, but other mud was washed 
on to take iu place.. But there is little 
water in which the pedestrian can 
wade, and that is something. 
Business ^ improving and people 
from the surrounding country are 
coming to town although not in large 
numbers. Drifts fn the - hills made 
roads impassable. The snow seemed 
heaviest toward the east, and in Lin- 
ton township communication by way 
of country roads was cut off. ' It is 
stated that drifts from .12 to 15 feet 
deep were formed. Snow fell-heavily 
in the western part of the county anc 
stories coining from there speak of 
drifts almost as big. 
Aside from the damage sustained 
by the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies the actual loss in Cosbocton 
was not great. One bit of damage at 
tracted attention this morning. A 
guy wire supporting a pole at tbeCiti 
zens' exchange was fastened to i 
chimney on the Park hotel. 
When 
the pole went down the strain on the 
guy was such that it pulled over the 
chimney and bricks fell into the yard 
at the residence of M. Q Baker 
slightly damaging the cornice of the 
house.

The Postal company has more wires 
working than those connectedSunday 
and can now take business with some 
promise that it will go through. 
A large force 01! linemen in this 
section are hard at work repairing 
Western Onion wires, and Manager 
Hitchcock is the happiest man in 
town. He can reach-almost all points 
in the system by "going around" as he 
terms it. 
The Bell'company has not succeedec 
in placing a local line in operation, 
but a number of toll lines to nearby 
towns are working. The company 
will rebuild the plant in Coshocton. 
The storm was much more severe 
east of the city, and Newcomerstown 
and all other towns in Tuscarawas 
county felt its fofle. 
In Dennison 
and Uhnchsville buildings broke un- 
der the weight of snow, while only 
hard work saved otheis. The platfonr 
of TJhrichsville's city scales is 7x12 
feet, and the snow on it weighed 1815 
pounds. 
That goes to show that 
hundreds of thousands of tons of the 
beautiful covered this section.

working this morning and a .large 
force of linemen are endeavoring t< 
put others in operation. The toll line 
to Newark is also doing business 
Marked improvement is promised in a 
few days. 
The Pan Handle is rushing freigb 
east and west to make up for the sus- 
pension of Saturday and Sunday. Only 
one wire was working Monday night 
and it was loaded with orders, but 
trains were moved with speed. A 
big force of linemen are repairing the 
damage between this ohice and Steu- 
benville.

passed, the greater numoer was held 
together for the purpose of rebuilding 
the lines. Scores of poles along the 
Pan Handle are down. 
The Wheeling is getting along as well 
as could be expected,although drifts in 
the country from Cihli to Navarre were 
so as to obstruct travel.

which left here Saturday afternoon 
for Cleveland did not reach there UD- 
til Sunday afternoon. The Zancsvtlle 
branch did not suffer much, but a 
snowplow was at- work

night. 
The electric light company showed 
its enterprise and hard work Monday 
evening by llgh ting the city as usual.

Money burled years ago by 'an old 
woman who feared banks and money 
depositories has 'come to light near 
Mohawk. Although in the ground for 
almost 70 years the greater part of it 
is as bright and pleasing in appear- 
ance as if it had 'only been coined a 
few days before./ 
Henry Meredith, a farmer of the 
Mohawk vicinity, .was plowing In a 
field when he noticed a bright spot on 
the ground. 
He investigated, and 
found his ploWhad turned up an old 
copper coffeepot. It was rusted and 
worn by long contact' with the earth, 
but enough of it beld together to con- 
fine a quantity of silver money. Mere- 
dith made a hasty examination of 
the ttnd, and-then took it to his home 
where the vision ot great wealth fad- 
ed, but he discovered he had been well 
paid for a day's .work. 
, The .money was found to be of 
French., Spanish^'and American coin- 
age, by far the '.greater part being 
United States'dollars aud half dollars 
bearing dates from 1800 to 1831. 
The 
other coins are older; one having left 
the mint as-far back as "1719, and a 
number being of that century. 
They are ail in tine .preservation, 
and would form a good collection -or 
the man who likes old money. A dol- 
lar of 1800 is not tarnished, and the 
fact that it is not-worn leads to the 
belief it was never in circulation. 
Other coins are equally well preserv- 
ed.

MINISTERS IN SESSION 


Discuss the Objects of the 


Satoon League. 


REV. OR. TOLAND'S ADDRESS 


BrMfkt Out The Question* Plainly—Sabbath 


Desecration Is the Subject for ike ~ 


Next Mediae. 


The ministerial association at its 
Tegular Session Monday discussed the 
Anti-Saloon league and its work. The 
meeting was held in toe public library 
and was well attended. Kev. Dr. 
Toland was the principal speaker. 
"The Anti-Saloon league seeks the 
present control and the future over- 
throw of intemperance," said the gen- 
tleman. "It is growing in the strength 
of increased membership every day, 
and has plenty of money pledged to 
support state workers for years. It 
seeks to unite all temperance people 
of all parties in tne support of men 
who will vote for such legislation as 
will promote the best morals and sup- 
press vice. The theory is advanced 
that you cannot enforce prohibition 
where public sentiment as found In a 
majority of voters and officials is 
against it, and that you cannot do so 
with any vice, but that the agitation 
of local option is productive of educa- 
tion and will eventually triumph. 
"Every saloon man knows -his is a 
mean business and will tell you he 
would not be in it a day but for the 
money in it. So by constant agitation 
and compelling the purchase' of mark- 
etable lawmakers at a high price to 
defeat temperance legislation the bus- 
iness soon becomes a financial failure. 
"Factional politics- may interfere 
with any party's action or uniting on 
any man with the issue. 
3Sfo good 
man has any chance of election or po- 
sition who is a victim of factional pol- 
itics in any party when disloyalty to 
my creed is a greater crime than 
drunkenness or constitutional immor- 
ality and general cussedness. Hence, 
the league seeks the uniting of all the 
better elements without reference to 
party for the highest moral good. 
They take it for granted that no 
father will sacrifice his children by an 
an example at the polls or anywhere 
which will-compromis him and lead 
him to ruin whatever he may be per- 
sonally. They believe that if they 
cannot, get all they want at one leap 
that it is wisdom-to take what they 
can get and keep looking and praying 
for more on the principle that if we 
cannot save the world for Christ in a 
day they will save them one by one 
with the hope of final yictory.The An- 
ti-Saloon league is strictly non-parti- 
san and non-sectarian and -commends 
itself to lovers of reform everywhere." 
After the discussion following the 
address it was decided that Rev. J. 8. 
Ebersole. of the Baptlstchurch,should 
speak u> the association May 6 on 
"Sabbath Desecration." The meet- 
ings of the association are growing in 
interest.

St. Petersburg. April 23.—Official in- 


formation has been received that re- 
newed military activity is beginning 
in Manchuria. Chinese troops arc 
strongly intrenched at three points 
around Mukden. They are armed with 
good Mauser rifles and have 30 Krupp 
guns. To the eastward of Mukden, 
near Turchausen, there are 12,000 men 
under the chief Boxer general, Lu- 
tanse. To the northwest, near Kulo, 
there are 6.000 Chinese under the for- 
mer governor of Mukd rn. To the 
eastward, in Mongolia, and near the 
In Shan mountains, there are 9,000 
more under Chinese General Shu. 


Admiral Alesieff has accordingly or- 


ganized an expedition under General 
Zerpinsky, consisting of two regi- 
ments and five sotnias of Cossacks, 16 
guns and a body of volunteers, to op- 
erate against the three points men- 
tioned. The first movement was suc- 
cessfully carried out in the beginning 
of April. Kulo, which is 250 kilome- 
ters from Mukden, was stormed and 
the ex-jtorernor of Mukden was taken 
prisoner. In this action the Russians 
"had 13 men killed and 
four-officers 


and, 18 men wounded- The advance 
toward the .Turehausen position was 
then, begun. Owing to the departure 
of most of the Russian troops from 
Mukden, the latter city has become 
very unsafe. Almost nightly Russian 
sentinels are found shot in the back. 


The situation in southern Manchu- 


ria is disquieting, and another advance 
of Russian troops will be necessary in 
the early spring.
